With Opinions Pointed Out 

Aldous Huxley in his "Notes on 
Propaganda" says that most people 
choose their daily paper not for its 
opinions, but chiefly for its capacity 
to amuse and to "fill the vacancies of 
leisure." Certainly, the recent cam- 
paign, when more than 80 per cent of 
the newspapers of the United States 
were arrayed against the Administra- 
tion, proved that present-day editori- 
als influence precious few votes, a low 
ebb in journalism which appears to 
find its parallel in England, where 
the Liberal and Labor parties gained 
power (at various times) in the face 
of an almost united opposition press, 
and also in France, where the Social- 
ists and those of redder hue are at 
the helm despite the preponderance 
of highly conservative newspapers.

On rolling, green acres of Chester 
County, whose unbroken dairy history 
traces back to before the American 
Revolution, is located one of the most 
important breeding farms for milk 
cows in the United States. 

It is widely known Brookmead 
Farms, two and one-half miles east 
of Devon. Specializing in the breed- 
ing and selling of pure-bred Guern- 
seys, it has as a side line the sale of 
milk, cream and fine ice cream. 

Brookmead is the hobby and one of 
the chief interests of Frank Graham 
Thomson, Philadelphia financier and 
attorney, and son of a former presi- 
dent of the Pennsylvania Railroad. 

The story of Brookmead is as old 
as the Nation itself. It was already 
prominent in 1776 and, during the 
Valley Forge encampment of Wash- 
ington's army, his chief-of-staff is 
reported to have had headquarters in 
the original farm building. 

The ragged Continental soldiers 
knew the place well. There are tales 
that they used to slip into the grounds 



to steal milk and that, on one occa- 
sion, a soldier had to be shot as an 
example to the others.

Guernsey Cattle Bred 

on Brookmead Farms

Large Yearly Sale 

Forty to fifty head are sold annu- 
ally. They have brought prices as 
high as $5000 for a single bull and 
as much as $4700 for one cow. The 
average selling price for bulls and 
cows has been more than $2000. 

From professional breeders and 
wealthy amateurs Mr. Thompson 
claims the top prices. To Guernsey 
farmers not able to meet such com- 
petition, he sells for what they can 
afford to pay. Registered bull calves 
of finest registered ancestry have 
been sold for as little as $250 to aid 
farmers in improving their herds. 

His market is virtually every dairy 
State from the Atlantic to the Pacific 
Coast. There are Brookmead Guern- 
seys in California and Oregon. 

Last year the Minister of Agricul- 
ture of Venezuela purchased two herd 
bulls to improve the breed in that 
South American nation. Other Brook- 
mead cattle have been sold to Ber- 
muda. 

Only Fittest Kept 

So rigid are Brookmead .standards 
that only the fittest of even the high- 
calibre registered stock born on the 
farm are kept for breeding purposes.

Imported Surprise of Brookmead is 
a champion that Mr. Thomson im- 
ported as a calf from the Island of 
Guernsey, British Isles, in 1928. She 
set four official Pennsylvania records 
as a producer. As a two-year-old she 
produced 15,960.2 pounds of milk. As 
a four-year-old her production was 
16,473.7 pounds, and as a five-year- 
old (a cow's best year) she established 
the sensational record of 21,341.1 
pounds. 

When she was nine years old, Im- 
ported Surprise made a record of 
10,814.6 pounds in a 305-day test. 

There are many other great Brook- 
mead cows, such as Brookmead Pharos 
and Brookmead's Virginia. 

Operate Dairy Business 

The Brookmead stock has been 
shown at most of the leading shows 
of the country, including the National 
Dairy Show at St. Louis, at Trenton, 
Springfield, Mass.; Baltimore, and 
locally at the Bryn Mawr Horse Show. 

They have won a formidable array 
of ribbons, including many of the cov- 
eted blues. 

Newest accession to the herd is 
Langwater Gleeful, an eight-month- 
old bull bred by John S. Ames, of 
North Easton, Mass. The purpose of 
bringing in fine outside stock is to 
strengthen the breed and not to let it 
suffer from too much inbreeding. 

To operate the breeding farm there 
is a staff of fourteen men under the 
supervision of Henry Hemmen, Hol- 
lander trained in the best European 
dairy traditions. 

The fifty-five cows now used for 
milk production give about 600 quails 
daily. This goes to the Brookmead 
Guernsey Dairies at Wayne. The 
milk is bottled only at Grade A and is 
sold as raw milk. The dairy also bot- 
tles cream and manufactures various 
flavors of ice cream of the highest and 
richest quality.
